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Committee to study 
Proposed water plan

Upland City Council Monday night 
directed the Mayor’s Advisory 
Committee to study a proposal to 
increase water rates and provide 
homeowner incentives for 
conservation. 

The plan, formulated by Water 
Utility Director Harry Rohrbach 
and other staff members, was 
originally proposed to ensure that 
each water user pays a fair share of 
the cost of providing water. 

The proposal will also provide 
additional funds needed to cover the 
water program — including 
completion of two reservoirs and 
formation of a reserve fund to meet 
future water requirements, 
according to City Manager Lee 
Travers. 

Rohrbach’s proposal was 
formulated to impact business, 
commercial and residential users 
equally and would provide a break to 
residential users who cut water 


consumption. 

Councilman Hal Bailin opposed 
the proposed rate structure as an 
inequitable plan and said he is ‘‘dead 
set against’’ using water rate 
structures to set social policy. 

Bailin pointed out the 
homeowners and businesses would 
not be charged the same amount for 
water and that businesses would not 
be subject to the inverted rate 
structure which is intended to 
encourage conservation by 
penalizing high water consumption. 

In addition, he said, the inverted 
rate structure would undermine the 
city’s attempt to encourage larger 
sized lots and increased landscaping 
and parkways. 

The proposed rate structure would 
substitute a readiness - to - serve 
charge for the present basic water 
charge. Homeowners would pay a 
separate charge for all water used 
rather than feeling they get a 
certain amount of water ‘‘free’”’

under the present basic water 


charge. 
The structure would allow 
homeowners — especially those 


with small yards and who are on 
fixed incomes — to control their 
water charges rather than 
automatically paying for the basic 
500 cubic feet of water whether they 
use it or not. 

While limited income 
homeowners could control water 
costs under the new system, most 
homeowners would be hardest hit 
during summer months when water 
use is increased to maintain 
landscaping. 

And the more water used, the 
higher the unit cost for water under 
the proposed system. The present 
system provides cost breaks for 
those who use the most water. 

Rohrbach defended the 
consumption penalty by noting that 
overuse of water will result in 
importing water at a considerably 
high cost to all users. 

The conservation incentive- 
consumption penalty will encourage 
homeowners to save water inside 
their homes and outside, as well, by 
providing efficient water systems 
and yards which need less water, he 
said. 

The inverted rate structure for 
single-family homes uses an 
average winter month’s 
consumption of 2,000 cubic feet as 
the base amount with all water 
usage higher than that amount being 
charged at a higher rate. 

An average Upland home could 
expect an increase and small homes 
less of an increase. 

But businesses and apartments 
would not face the same inverted 
rate structure. Instead a units- 
served charge would be instituted 
based on the size of the meter (and 
indirectly on the amount of water 
delivered), so businesses and 
multiple-family units will pay their 
own share in proportion to single- 
family homes, Rohrbach said. 

Additional revenues generated by 
the change from a basic water 
charge to a readiness - to - serve or 
units-served charge are estimated 
at $40,000 from residential users and 
$40,000 from businesses and 
multiple-family residents. 

The inverted rate structure would 
provide an additional $120,000 from 
single-family residents; and water 
rate increases for business and 
multiple-family users would 
produce an additional $40,000. 





antiques nor legitimate art, 
according to Pahl who noted they 
were created from 1880 to 1930 as an 
industry. 

But, he said, of all industrial art 
forms, carousel animals are the 
‘nearest and dearest to all of 
America’’ because of their spirit of 
magic and fantasy and their relation 
to childhood memories. 

The exhibit of carousel figures is 
‘‘something I’ve wanted to do all my 
life,’ Pahl commented. “I have 
terrific warm feelings about 
carousels from the past,’’ he said 
and admitted he has to ride every 
carousel he sees. 

The Los Angeles County 
fairgrounds carousel, dating from 
the early 1900s, is one of the best, he 
said and added other carousels in 
Southern California are located in 
San Diego, at the Santa Monica pier, 
and at Knott’s Berry Farm and 
Disneyland. 

Carousel figures in the Chaffey 
College show were loaned by seven 
Southern California collectors, 
many of whom are involved in the 
time - consuming job of restoring 
the creatures to their original 
condition. 

Pahl said carousels were invented 
in Arabia, where knights learned 
horseback warfare by catching the 
carousel’s brass rings with their 
lances. The Chaffey show includes 
one rare armored horse, 
reminiscent of the carousel’s early 
purpose. 

Later carousels were developed to 
include menageries of animals 
including camels, giraffes, rabbits, 
and imaginary creatures such as the 
hippocampus — half horse and half 
sea serpent. : 

Carousel animals were created by 
master wood carvers rather than 
sculptors so they retain a feeling of 
primitive or folk art even though 
they were made in small factories, 
Pahl said. 

The master carver wds 
responsible for developing the 
pattern and completing the detail of 
flowers the ribbons, and shapers 
often did the basic work to ‘‘rough 
out’’ the creature, he noted.

the Victorian influence in the fancy 
work on each piece, Pahl said and 
noted the craft of making carousel 
animals ended with the depression 
when gusiness_could no longer 
afford to pay for the time and skill 
of master day. 

Some of the creatures in the 
Chaffey show have been completely 
restored, a painstaking process 
which ‘‘takes an incredible amount 
of time,”’ according to Pahl. Most 
carousel animals — such as the ones 
at the Los Angeles County 
fairgrounds — are covered with 
layers and layers, inches and inches 
thick, of ‘‘par, paint,’’ ordinary 
spaint splashed on regulary to 
brighten the look of the carousel. 

Restorers remove the layers of 
park paint, which cover even the 
glass jewels, to discover the original 
colors. The restoration is finished 
with the animal is again painted as 
orginally planned. 

Pahl said restoration often 
includes repair or replacement of 
parts of the animals and that legs 
are especially likely to be broken. 
One animal in the show received 
special restoration after it wa 
charred in a fire. 

Every major carousel maker in 
the country is represented in the 
show including Gustav Dentzel, a 
German immigrant who introduced 
the carousel to the United States. 

The show also includes work by 
Looff Carousel Co., the only 
carousel maker on the West Coast, 
located on Santa Monica Pier. 
Photographs of an early carousel 
factory, carousel sign boards (Rides 
5 cents) and paintings from the 
central column of the carousel also 
are dcisplayed in the show. 

“When America Was Young,” a 
color film from the Henry Ford 
Museum showing the restoration of 
a carousel, is shown noon and 7 p.m. 
weekdays. 

The show is open Dec. 6-19 and 
Jan. 3-16 with a two-week break 
during the Christmas holidays.

Nancy Smith retires

There was a changing of the guard 
Monday at the county board of 
supervisors. 

San Bernardino Supervisor Nancy 
Smith, retiring after 20 years on the 
board, gave way to Robert L. 
Hammock, a 35-year-old San 
Bernardino city councilman elected 
to the board Nov. 2 and sworn in 
Monday. 

A crowd of more than 120 persons 
packed the the supervisors’ 
chambers to watch the transition, 
the second that has occurred on the 
county board in the last three 
months. 

Former Ontario Supervisor 
Daniel Mikesell, a veteran of 18 
years on the board of supervisors, 
resigned from his post in late 
September and his position was 
filled less than a month later by Joe 
Kamansky of Upland, who was 
appointed by the board. 

Mrs. Smith, 63, has announced 
more than a year ago that she would 
not seek a fifth term on the board of 
Supervisors because of health

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problems. Over the last year, she 
missed a number of supervisors’ 
meetings due to illness. 

She indicated Monday that her 
last year on the board had been a 
difficult one, not because of her 
health but because of public 
sentiment against officials. 

“I used to look forward to coming 
to work ... to help people,’’ Mrs. 
Smith said. ‘‘The past year has not 
been all that pleasant and I attribute 
that to Watergate and the attitude 
people have towards people in 
elected office. 

“I hope the public will do a turn- 
around and recognize that people do 
go into government to serve them,” 
she remarked. 

Mrs. Smith was publicly the most 
bitter member of the board when a 
40 per cent pay raise the supervisors 
had proposed for themselves was 
rebuked by members of the public. 

Mrs. Smith made only brief 
mention of the difficulties of the last 
year, however. For the most part, 
she cited the accomplishments of 
the board of supervisors during her 
tenure and thanked others for their 
service and support. 

She stated there has been a ‘‘solid 
20 years of progress‘’ in the county 
because of legislation passed by the 
board of supervisors. 

She noted the ‘‘streamlining’’ of 
county government by the 
establishing of agencies that cut 
costs and unnecessary personnel. 

"The county is in good shape 
financially and there is no 
department on the brink of 
disaster,’’ Mrs. Smith said. 

She pointed out that the county 
has been able to maintain the same 
tax rate over the last five years and 
she credited federal revenue 
sharing with enabling the county to 
finance projects it normally 
wouldn’t have within its property 
tax revenue hase.

man who campaigned as a fiscal 
conservative in a district where 
there are large numbers of people 
using the county’s human services 
departments.

Supervisor Robert O. Townsend of 
Chino told Mrs. Smith, ‘‘I look at 
you as a fighter but also as a lady in 
the truest sense of the word.” 

Townsend said Mrs. Smith ‘‘has 
brought lots of good things to the 
county,’’ especially in the area of 
human services, ‘‘one of the areas 
we sometimes overlook.”’ 

Kamansky noted ‘‘her 
compassion for human beings.... A 
lot of things she stands for, I do too”’ 
and said Mrs. Smith was a “great 
humanitarian.” 

Supervisors’ Chairman Dennis 
Hansberger said that ‘‘the thing 
that influences her in her judgment 
is her heart, and that’s what I like 
about her.” 

A representative from state Sen. 
Ruben Ayala’s office presented Mrs. 
Smith with a resolution from local 
state legislators. In addition, she 
was given a gift from county 
employes, whom she praised for 
their service.

| Indigestion — Is it serious? 


EDITOR’S NOTE: 
Health Tips is a column of 
the California Medical 
Education and Research 
Foundation, prepared and 
edited by physician 
members of the California 
Medical Association.

The term ‘‘indigestion’”’ is 
a catch-all which covers a 
number of symptoms, all 
related to discomfort or 
distress in the digestive 
system. It could mean 
heartburn, gas, nausea, loss 
of appetite, cramps, 
constipation, diarrhea, or a 


combination of these 


symptoms. 

Symptoms of indigestion 
might result from a 
relatively minor episode, 
caused sometimes by being 
indiscreet about what you 
eat or drink — and in what 
amounts — and sometimes 
by emotional stress. 

For example, the burning 
sensation under the 
breastbone (commonly 
called heartburn although it 
has nothing to do with the 
heart) is often caused by 
drinking, eating or smoking 
too much.

Profit deferred 


By The California 
Society of Certified

All or a portion of the gain 
on the sale of a personal 
residence is deferred on 
your personal federal 
income tax return if the 
taxpayer reinvests the 
proceeds in a new home and 
if certain other conditions 
are met 
One of the conditions is 
that the replacement home 
must be purchased and used 
by the taxpayer as a 
principal residence during 
the three-year period 
beginning 18 months before 
the home being replaced is 





sold and ending 18 months 
after the date of sale. 


Special rules apply in the 
case of a taxpayer who 
constructs rather than 
purchases the new home. 


If the above requirements 
are satisfied, and if the 
entire ‘‘adjusted sales 
price’’ is expended in 
acquiring or constructing 
the new residence, the 
entire gain is deferred and 
reduces the tax basis of the 
new residence. Gain will be 
recognized currently only to 
the extent the adjusted 
sales price exceeds the cost 
of the new residence. 





bloated or gaseous is often 
caused by swallowing air 
along with your food; 
sometimes it can be traced 
to an overabundance of rich 
foods in your diet. 

Diarrhea and 
constipation, lack of 
appetite, and vomiting are 
all common responses of 
the digestive tract to worry, 
fear, depression or other 
emotional tensions. 

On the other hand, any 
one of these digestive 
symptoms might be the 
warning signs of more 
serious health problems. It 
is difficult to tell which ones 
to dismiss as minor 
discomforts and which ones 
should be reported to your 
doctor. 

A symptom of digestive 
distress which shows up in 
an older person who has 
always had a sturdy 
stomach is especially 
significant and should be 
investigated. 

A gnawing pain in the 
upper abdomen an hour or 
two after a meal should be 
reported to your doctor, as 
should stomach pain, 
diarrhea or other symptoms 
which awaken you during 
the night. 

When your symptoms of 
indigestion occur along with 
other symptoms, such as 
darkened stools or urine, 
excessive weakness, or 


yellowish discoloration of 
the skin and eyeballs, you 
should without question 
consult your doctor; in 
those circumstances your 
indigestion is part of a 
deeper health problem 
which should be treated as 
promptly as possible. 

If you feel that your 
indigestion should be called 
to the attention of your 
doctor, you are advised to 
keep track of the 
circumstances under which 
the symptoms develop: 

—Do they appear only 
when you are under 
tension? 

—Do they seem to be 
related to specific types of 
foods? 

—Do they occur regularly 
and at specific times of the 
day? 

—Do they occur after 
physical exertion? 

This information will 
provide your doctor with 
helpful clues in tracking 
down the cause,
